w h ich c a ll s for annual sessions and an 


in c r e a s e in pay for the legislators. 


I have tried to study the pros and 
urns of all nine am endm ents to 
determine how I plan to vote and w ill 
pass along these thoughts for what 
they may be worth. As is nearly 
always the case, 
some 
of 
these 
amendments seem very important to 
everyone, some to only a selected few 
and some of them you can only 
wonder wily they are being brought to 
a vote. 
Probably from the standpoint of the 
whole state, amendment one is likely 
the most important of the nine. It is 
the one calling for annual sessions 
and increased pay for the members of 
the legislature. 
Since we have long advocated both 
of these issues we strongly urge the 
support of Amendment One Those of 
us who were in Austin earlier this 
year on the hospital issue became 
painfully aware of how little time 
there is in a regular 120-day session to 
cover all of the matters that need to 
come before the Legislature. 
It is not unusual at all for a 
Representative or a Senator to find he 
has two or three hearings scheduled 
at the sam e time. 
And while many people seem to 
think that $4,800 is ample salary for 
parttime work, the work load of our 
representatives has increased to the 
point that they cannot be considered 
part time. 
In making your decision on this one 
try to think of someone in Hamlin that 
would be willing to spend the time it 
takes being a Representative for only 
$4,800 a year. 
Amendments 2 and 3 pertain to 
single adults and homesteads. At the 
present I ime the only ones covered by 
the homestead act in Texas are 
families. We believe that single adults 
probably have as much right to a 
homestead exemption as do married 
couples. 


Amendment 4 is one of those that 
we can take or leave. It pertains to 
e sta b lis h in g c e rtain r e q u ir e m e n ts 
relative to the enactment of laws 
creating certain conservation and 
r e c la m a tio n 
districts. 
We 
will 
probably vote for it but really really 
don’t know why. 
Amendment 5 pertains to counties 
and cit les on the Gulf Coast and would 
give them the right to vote bonds to 
build sea walls If they want to vote 
the bonds it is all right with me. 
Amendment 6 is one that we had to 
consult with a lawyer before knowing 
what it was all about. It deals with 
probate and what it would do is make 
it permissable to go 
into 
either 
County or District Court on a probate 
matter Currently, the case must go 
to County Court first and then to 
District Court if appealed. Evidently 
the problem with this is that in some 
counties the County Judge is not a 
lawyer and know's practically nothing 
about probate. 


A m e n d m e n t 
7 
e x p a n d s 
the 
Veterans’ Land Fund with an ad­ 
ditional $100 million in bonds. Since 
we have veterans back from Vietnam 
that are probably just as deserving as 
those who served during World War 
II, we suspect that this program 
should be continued. 
Amendment 8 is another one of 
those amendments that we are not too 
sure of its purpose. As we understand 
it, it would change how the bonded 
indebtness ceiling for cities would be 
determined. Since it does not affect 
the people’s right to determine if they 
want to vote bonds we can see no 
your support for this amendment. 
Amendment 9 is one that most of 
West Texas is supporting. It would 
exempt certain water supply cor­ 
porations from property taxes on 
their lines and other equipment. Since 
these are non-profit corporations they 
do not have to pay income taxes, but 
are subject to property taxes. The 
argument for this amendment seems 
to be basically that they are like 
municipal water supply systems and 
should not be taxed. Because this 
amendment might help some of our 
rural people have water, we urge 
your support for this amendment.

FIFTY YEARS AGO

One of the best cotton sales for an 
individual so far reported this season 
was that made last Friday by Earl 
Temple. He sold 39 bales at 30 cents. 
Previous to that he had sold 42 bales. 
Just a few hours after selling the first 
batch he could have gotten four or 
five hundred dollars more. It’s not 
always best to sell too quick and 
sometimes it is too dangerous to hold. 
Judge P. D. Sander, local weather 
observer, reports the greatest rainfall 
for the month of October 1923. since 
the records have been kept, covering 
a period of about 30 years.

Food Stamps will go on sale at 
the Hamlin Post Office today 
(Thursday) 
as 
the 
program 
goes into effect in Jones County 
on Nov. I, according to Post­ 
master Bobby Crowley. 
the local 
Postm aster said 
that the stamps will be on sale 
Monday through Friday of each 
week from 10 a.m. until 3 p m 


Crowley said that three things 
are ne ed ed before the stamps 
may be purchased: (I) iden­ 
tification card. (2) authority to 
purchase card 
pink) and (3) 
cash, no checks. He added that 
the exact 
change 
is 
highly 
r e c o m m e n d e d to speed the 
process of issuing the stamps 
Tile stamps may 
be 
pur­ 
chased at anytime during the 
month 
authorized, but 
the 
au thority to purchase card 
expires at the end of 
each 
month 
However, the stamps, 
once pureliases do not expire 
and are good at any time. 
The stam ps are issued in 
books of $2, $3. $10 and $30 as 
indicated on the pink cards. 
Those desiring to purchase the 
stam ps 
have 
the 
option 
of 
buying 
their 
full 
allotment, 
three fourths of their allotment, 
half of the allotment or only one- 
fourth of the allotment. 
Since the stam ps m ay be 
purchased at any time during 
the month, Postm aster Crowley 


said that he hoped that long 
lines could be avoided by people 
coming back at a later time 
rather than standing in long 
lines 
Crowley said that those living 
in other counties may elect to 
buy their stam ps at the Post 
Office here and redeem them 
locally, if they so desire.
